The published numismatic references to the 1565 Ryal all relate to the single 
specimen in the British Museum, purchased by them, in 1849, from an unknown 
source. The present coin has no known provenance, but it is understood to have been 
in the vendor’s family for at least three generations. 

There is little published information directly relating to the issue of the Ryal. It is, 
without doubt, a commemorative coin, celebrating the marriage of Mary to Henry, 
on July 29th, 1565, and the reverse legend, Quos Deus Conia Homo Non 
Separet (Whom God hath joined let not man put asunder), simply draws attention to 
this. Burns dismisses the placing of Henry’s name before Mary’s as being ‘“‘according 
to the usual formula employed in the Privy Council records... and in public 
declarations’. This may have been so, but the coin would have been intended for a 
far wider reaching circulation, and the prominent placing of Henry’s name could 
have been one of the reasons for the coin being immediately (and thoroughly), with 
drawn from circulation. Henry did not receive the crown matrimonial he had 
expected, but he was accorded the title of ‘“King of Scots’, a title Mary bestowed on 
him on the morning after their marriage. Burns confirms that the Ryals were 
intended for circulation, and quotes a letter from Thomas Randolphe to Sir William 
Cecil, that ““There were lately certayne pieces of monie coyned wt both their faces 
Hen. and Maria”’. The new non-portrait Ryals were ordered by Act of Privy Council 
on December 22nd, 1565. 

The portrait of Mary, with her hair braided and tied back, and the style of the soft 
relief, is similar to the gold Ryals of 1557 and 1558, and of the famous gold Ducat 
struck at the time of her first marriage, in 1558, to Francis, son of Henri II of France, 
and Dauphin. In turn, the double portrait design probably derives from the coins and 
jetons struck showing her with Francis, whilst these followed the style of the coinage 
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of Phillip and Mary, which had originated with the double portraits first introduced 
by Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain. The low relief of the portraits very much suggests 
the hand of John Acheso[u]n, Master-coiner of the Mint in Scotland, who was 
responsible for the Pattern Half-Testoon of 1553 and, it is believed with some 
certainty, the other portrait coins. When the British Museum specimen of the silver 
Ryal was last on public view in 1987, at the Scottish National Portrait Gallery, as part 
of “The Queen’s Image” exhibition, the catalogue entry (Smailes and Thompson), 
describes the images as being ‘‘of considerable sensitivity, presumably the work of 
John Acheson . . .”. There appears to be no known source for the portrait of Henry, 
but from other existing portraits, it would seem to be a good likeness. 

Darnley’s title to fame is through his turbulent marriage with Mary, Queen of 
Scots. He was not only her first cousin, but her heir to the throne of Scotland and 
next, after her, to the throne of England. His legacy is that, as father of King James I 
of England (James VI of Scotland), he is the ancestor of all the Sovereigns of 
England since 1603.
